In the course of doing 
that I could not help but ntpice that there was extensive elimination of wl)at was not 
eliminated by normal editing concepts. It was not the mere elimination of repetition, 
{hot that some repetition~si3£ . does not 3erve a legitimate purpose in serious writing 
to make a point or for context or fir the readers' comprehension when there is such a 
mass of fact.) I tliink it was wrong for the book and for wha^ means much to me, our 
lisstory but as you will see, I have made no complaint about that. Again, I have no real 
alternative, as should not have been secret.

a glimmer of what the 1 azis were doing to J ews in Poland. * learned that from the I® rep- 
resentatives of the underground. I -£&be a sjory about it and could not place it. 

So 1 gave it to a J ewish publication, a very small magazine. In which it got little atten- 
tion. But a Hew Jersey preached did write it a letter in which he said it was the most 
eloquent sermon he'd ever read. 

I'll add another story. 

of the Uazi corporations and their American cartel partners I expsoed had the 
U3 part taken over after my stories appeared. I cannot and I do not allege a cause-effect 
relationship but I've often wondered if with some it were true. 

fi >jo, and history indicates the possibility, writers of exposes never know what if 
anything can or will be done about what they expose, what they write, but they do know 
that without their writing the probabilities are reduced if not eliminated. 

I hope this help you understand me, wliy i've done the work I've done and why I do 
want all that can in any way undermine or diminish it corrected.
